. IMPORTANT JUDICIAL DECISION. 

Chief Justice Chase, during the present term 
of the Circuit Court at Richmond, has delivered 
an important opinion in a case of confiscation 
of real estate, under the act of July, 1862. In 
this case Semple vs. the U. 8. District Court, 
on a writ of crror, judgment was 
entered by default. The points made were 
that the confiscation act was unconstitutional 
end that the suit below was in admixalty when 
it should bave been at common iaw. 
The Chief Justice overruled both 
points and affirmed the decision. He 
raid that several cares arising under this act of 
1862 of a like tenor have been considered by the 
Supreme Court, and, as the point was not rais- 
ed, it was a fair conclusion that neither the 
members of the bar, nor upon the bench, the 
constitutionality was doubted. Unless clearly

The Way to De It. 

General Grant is by nature a sporting 
man. In the extremities of fortune to 
which he was reduced before the war noth- 
ing saved him from faro-dealing but his 
habits. He was too irregular; for those 
little, silent silver boxes require hands that 
are steady and a head that is always “level.” 
But Grant has neverthelera much of the 
stuff of which the gamester is 
composed. His sympathies are limited, 
but kindly. He is not impulsive. He has 
courage, perseverance, reticence. His tem- 
per is even, and his purposes, being simple, 
are distinct. Underlying all these traits of 
character there is the naturally shrewd, 
complacent, philosophic worldliness, the 
cool instinct, which lead a man to choose 
wisely when opportunities offer, and to act 
prudently under responsibility. Every 
gambler who got into the army during the 
war fought well. The same sort of capaci- 
ty which makes a man a successful gam- 
bler will make him a successful soldier. 
General Grant never fought the tiger that 
we know of; nor sat behind a deck-head; 
nor rattled a box. He preferred more sen- 
suous excitement. But he possessed the 
distinguishing characteristics of the class 
of men we refer to, and the accidents of 
circumstances go for little or nothing as 
affecting his peculiar mode of thought and 
method of action. 

Again, Grant is a plain, Western man. 
If he is anything, he is not a transcendent- 
alist. We can conceive of nothing which 
would bore him more effectually than half 
an hour’s talk with Charles Sumner. Thus 
his associations will be among those Re- 
publicans who jump most with his own hu- 
mor; and, as there is not much principle in 
the lot beyond the possession of the offices 


‘and emoluments of government, we do 


not see how the visionary Radicals, led by 
Sumner and Phillips, and the practical 
economists, led by Washburne and Trum- 
bull, can stick together four years longer. 
The divergence in the Republican party is 
not much less than that which broke up 
the old Democratic party. Fessenden and 
Butler are as far apart as Douglas and 
Yancey were. The divergence must ulti- 
mately produce disruption. Nothing has 
occurred as yet to precipitate it. But 
where organic differences of character and 
opinion exist the result must come round 
soon or late, and the later it comes the 
more certain is its nature. 

Still further, responsibility always makes 
a man conservative. If Wendell Phillips 
were President to-morrow he would mod- 
erate fifty per cent. on his present inflated 
ideas. Andrew Johnson was a Radical of 
Radicals before he became President ; and 
we do not doubt the sincerity of his con- 
servatism since, for power can have no 
other effect on the mind that is not crazed 
by malice or ambition. Grant was never 
crazed by anything but drink ; and liquor 
is in itself a conservative. It makes a 
man thoughtful when hesobers and hum- 
ble also, as it ought to; and we have seen 
that it has not pad as brutalizing a tenden- 
cy on Grant as it is supposed to have on 
more sensitive organizations. 

Grant has acted well toward. the South. 
The Confederate soldier has little reason to 
regard him in any other light than that of 
a brave and generous adversary whenever 
the chances of war placed the lives, honors 
and fortunes of his enemies in his hands. 
When he met Lee at Appomattox he bore 
himself like a gentleman, and, when he 
made his Southern tour two years ago, he 
reported the truth and was denounced for 
it by all the Radical orators and news- 
papers. It is safer to hope for good from 
such a man than to make a factious fight 
against him in advance. 

Interest governs all things,as it ought, 
American politics has hitherto had too 
much gush in it. The time has come for 
men to lay by a little of that fine, glossy 
sentiment which they have been used to 
disporting on convivial and patriotic occa- 
sions; to lock it up for a spell; and to put 
on the sober, every-day suit of dun-brown, 
reason and common sense. It is Grant's 
interest to be conservative. It is our inter- 
eat to have him conservative. Therefore 
the foolishest thing we could do would be 
to meet him on the threshold of his admin- 
istration in an impracticable spirit. Not to 
steal him ; not to dupe him; not to flatter 
him, be our line of action. The age of 
chicane, the potency of cajolement, is at an 
end. But good sense is always strong, and 
good sense, with substantial inducements 
to work with,can do wonders. Grant says 
he has no policy of hisown. Let us make 
him a policy; and in order to enable him 
to use it, let us first show him what he can 
make out of it. 

It does seem to us that our prospects are 
as hopeful as those of Sumner, Phillips, 
Greeley and Company.

WHO PLANTED THE FLAG?

Interesting Communication from the 
Brother of Gen. Read. 


[To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. } 
HopGEN VILLE, Ky., Nov. 30, 1368. 

I have seen of late—since the death of my 
brother, General Henry E. Read—several 
communications in the papers, in reference to 
who placed the flag of the Voltigeur regi- 
ment on the walls of Chapultapec, and for the 
sake of truth and history I hope I will be per- 
mitted to state that my brother has often told 
me that, when the charge upon the castle was 
madc, that as he approached the margin of the 
ditch that surrounded the fortification, three 
of his body-guard were stricken down; two 
balls struck and carried away a portion of 
his flag-staff, and three balls entered his per- 
son, one passed through the fleshy part of his 
arm above the elbow, one under the collar- 
bone near the right shoulder, and the other 
entered his abdomen to the right and near the 
top of the right hip-bone; and in consequence 
of which he fell with his head resting on the 
edge of the ditch in an almost unconscious 
condition, and that at this point Bar- 
nard, of Philadelphia, grasped his colors, scaled 
the walls of the fort and placed them upon the 
castle, at the same time recerving a very severe 
flesh wound in the forehead. 

I have said this much in order to correct any 
false impression that may have been made in 
reference to this matter.

Chinese Industry and American Nkill.

Some Important Suggestions.

After the most mature reflection, based on 
facts acquired during a residencc of near eight- 
een yeurs in China, I am more and more con- 
vinced that it is the true policy of the United 
States and China to encourage emigration in 
beth directions, America has vast resources 
lying undeveloped for the want of labor. China 


bas just as vast resources lying undeveloped 


for the want of skill. 

There is cnough of labor in China and of 
skill in America to develop both countries, 
giving profitable employment, with all its ac- 
companying blessings, to near one-half the 
population of the globe. Ifthe rulers of the 
two nations are wise they will look to this and 
promote the interchange of labor and skill by 
ai the means in their power. 

The wants of the two countries dovetail into 
each other. The Americans, BO virtue of 

their larger brain, superior education, and 

stronger will, are prepared to originate, plan, 
and command. e Chinese, by virtue of 
their patient, industrious, and imitative habits, 
are prepared to obey, to follow, and to ex- 
ecute. 

Each country has a sufficient amount of 
capital for its own development. America can 

ya higher price for unskilled labor than 

China a bigher price for skilled labor 
than America. What a vast field here opens 
up before the mind! Think it over and over 
and you will see it. The resources of the 
world can never be exhansted. One thing 
comes in as another goes out. 

With these views, | vould eay, let the Chi- 
nese be encouraged ‘to o emigrate to all parts of 
the United States. Let a million settle in 
cach ofthe Western and Southern States. Let 
Americans come to China and fill the land 
with a net-work of railroads, steamboats, and 
telegraphs. Let them develop her vast mines 
of coal, iren, gold, copper, marble, slate, soap- 
stone, plunbago, petroleum, anda thousand 
other valuable articles too tedious to mention. 
Let them light her cities with gas and furnish 
them with water. Let them become physi 
cians, teachers and preachers. Let them or- 
ganize an army and navy, and command them 
for the good of the nation. t them intro- 
duce and superintend labor-saving machinery 

into every branch of industry. Let the Amer 
icans do the brain-work and the Chinese the 


muscle work in both lands, to the peace, pros- |

perity and comfort of all concerned, 
money run to and fro for every purpose, and 
vetinan Soo we be increased in the world. Let 
local prejudices, silly superstitions and ground. 
less.fears give way before her onward “mareh. 

As soon as the Pacific Railroad is finished 
(Chinese laborers can be landed in ali parts of 
the West and South for from 850 to 810) each. 

At first their passage will have to be paid by 
“cmigrant companies,” 
vood repute, able to speak their languaye, 
would have to accompany emigrants from the 
noithern parts of China, as 
learned to go abroad. But this is not the case 
in Southern China. The whole matter should 
be conducted in a legal, humane, and bonest 
manner. Some member of the “company” 
ehould reside in China and study the languave. 
Plenty of English-speaking Chinese can be 
found to act as inte rs, and m naries 
are frequently retarning home for health and 
other causes, some of whom could be induced 
to aid during their passage over. 
few of the first emigrants should be 
brought back, after they have looked around 
and become familiar with the state of things 
in their new homes, to report and explain mat- 
ters to their neighbors and friends. The wo- 
men should be induced to accompany or join 
their husbands as soon as possible. This they 
will not do at first. In my opinion, any num- 
ber of men can be induced to go, provided 
they are aye treated. This to succecd 
permanently, must, of course, be voluntary 
and to the interest of both parties. I, in no 
sense, advocate what is called the ‘‘Coolie 
trade,’ which is only another name for kid- 
napping men and selling them iuto a kind of 
SsIAVe 

In a few years a daily line of steamers will 
be required between oon and America if em- 
igration be encouraged. There is room and 
work forall who seed go, and will be fora 
thousand years to com 

Each of the larger States of the Union can 
—— ort comfortably a population of twenty 
millions of people. Isms, politics, and notions 
of social equality would scarcely agg the 
wonderful equanimity of their minds for a 
long time, if ever. And this is the kind of 
laborers America needs. They would not 
corrupt society near so much as the lower 
class of Europeans, and they would be far 
more eastly governed. 

In advocating these views, I bave, as you 
well know, no sort of personal benefit in pros - 
pect Let America and China work hand in 
hand, and they can support comfortably over 
one ‘thousand millions of people. am er 
points the finger of Providence.

his testimony, if permitted to testify, when he 
comes to his defense. He cannot be recalled, 
for, after he has testified, and the new matter 
he gives in testimony been answered by 
the other party, ‘‘in no event shall either be 
recalled.”’ 

Suppose the party who has the burden of 
proof fails to be sworn at the opening of his 
case, and the other party when he opens his 
defense is sworn and states entirely new mat- 
ter. Now the iirsthasa right to rebut this new 
matter; but ep ome he himself is the only 
one who could rebut it. He cannot be sworn; 
for, having failed to testify at the opening of 
his case, “he shall not afterwards be sworn.”’ 

Suppose the party having the defense reHes 
on his witaesses and fails to be sworn at the 
opening of his defense, and his witnesses ouly 
partially explain facts. that he alone could 
make clear. He cannot be sworn, and his case 
might be lost.

Our new bill provides that if a party to an 
action 1s a personal representative of a dece- 
dent, neither party shall be a witness without 
the consent of the other. Yct section 674, Civil 
Code, provides that merely being a party shall 
not make a personal representative incompe- 
tent as a witness. Yet we are prohibited from 
con struing our new bill intoa repeal of any 
other section than sub-div. 6, section 670. Here 
is another point for the Court of Appeals. 

It is to be hoped that the request of the sev- 
cral members of the Louisville bar who have 
agreed on this new bill will not be complied 
with, Let the question be thoroughly exam- 
ined, and if the change is determined upon let 
us have a just and suitable substitute for the 
old law, presented in an intelligible bill that 
will mean what it says, and say no more than 
it means.

After the 
inquest Mr. Moore, Mr. Shadburne, and Mr. Fore- 
man visited Conley at the jail, and he made a full 
confession of the murder, entirely corroborating 
what the Coroner had seen. This confession we 
published at the time. 

On Saturday week the case was called in the 
Circuit Court, and it was kept on trial from day to 
day until yesterday. The admissibility of Con- 
ley’s confession as part of the evidence, gave rise 
to a spirited argument between the counsel, and 
Judge Bruce, after a full hearing of the points 
taken, ruled that the confession should not go be- 
fore the jury. To this Col. Lee, the Common- 
wealth’s Attorney, excepted, and will take the 
question to the Court of Appeals.

Throughout the proceedings Conley showed the 
most stolid indifference, and when the verdict 
was announced he did not wince, but, if possible

The Law. 

The time on which debtors may be discharged 
from their debts by filing petitions under this law 
has been changed once, and it is not now gen- 
erally understood when it does expire.

The same 
being, an All-wise Providence, has implanted in 
our nature tender sympathies and humane feel- 
ings toward our fellow creatures in distress, and 
all the happiness that human nature ts capable of 
enjoying must flow from and terminate in the 
love of God and our neighbor. That 
we in some measure should endeavor 
tomeet the end of our being we do pledge our- 
selves to support and faithfully exccute,to the 
best of our ability, the constitution and by-laws 
of this society.’’ It is provided that the manage- 
ment of the society shall be vested in a president, 
vice president, secretary, treasurer, assistant 
treasurer, and one representative for each fore- 
man of the works of the company, such officers to 
constitute a board of directors, and shall be elect- 
ed by written ballot every six months. A repre- 
sentative shall, when notified of the sickness or 
disablement of a member in his department, visit 
him or cause him to be visited within forty-eight 
hours, and, if entitied to tenefits, as often as 
once in every forty-eight hours during such sick- 
ness, except when the member ts afflicted with a 
disease, in which case he shall visit 
the medical attendant and report his visits to the 
secretary once a week, and to the society on 
meeting nights. Members entitled to sick bene- 
fits shall be allowed the sum of five dollars and 
twenty-five cents per week, and seventy-five 
cents per day for fractional parts of a week; pro- 
vided that no one shall be entitled to benefits for 
a less period than one week, or that such sickness 
or disability was not caused by vice or immorali- 
ty. It cannot be doubted that an organization so 
well guarded and so praiseworthy in its objects 
will prove a great biessing to its members.

The local nade market was reported w catiohae 
more than usually close to-day. The demand for 
currency !s large and pressing. The pork pack- 
ing business is absorbing a large amount of 
capital, and this drain upon the resources of the 
tanks will continue through the present month. 
‘In acdition to this, transactions in eotton are of 
increasing Magnitude, and the leaf tobacco busi- 
ness, requiring large amounts of money, is as- 
rumipg seazonable proportions, From present 
judications the presumption is, that the local 
money market will be inconveniently sirinzgent 
during the month of December. It is proper to 
siate, however, that regular-and prompt bank 
customers are still provided for at from 9 to 12 per 
cent. interest, but in the outside market the rates 
of interest range from *{ to 2 per cent. a month. 

In New York our latest mail advices report the 
cupply of surplus capital fally equal tothe wants of 
Lemowers. Call loans of currency are readily ob- 
taincd on approved stock collaterals at 5 to 6 per 
ccnt,, and upon Government securities in excep- 
tional cases at even a lower rate.

The Seavenmstaed rate for the 
Tound sterling, as we have ofien explained, was 
rdopred by national oie in 1792, when a 
silver dollar was comput 6d., but was not 
lopg maintained in that salad relation. The 
Mexican doUar is sot quoted to-day in London at 
S4d., but at 59d. sterling. The gold coinage was 
not degraded 10 per cent. during the administra- 
tion of General Jackson. The original standard 
established in 1792 was 270 grains of standard 
gold for the eagle, or 247.5 grains of pure gold. 
‘Lhis was reduced in 1858 (just as Jackson left of- 
fice) to 258 grains, because the silver dollar, which 
was practically the standard, had become relative- 
ly cheaper. The standard was also changed for 
convenience to the decimal, so that the new eagle 
had about six percent.less gold than the old. 
The great difficulty with our rate of sterling ex- 
change is that it assumes a fixed or conventional 
value for the pound in Federal currency, instead 
of quoting the fluctuation intended in the 
rate at which the bill is sold. It is pre- 
cisely as window glass, or — tacks, have been 
rold for many years at an unalterable card price, 
changes from which are ee by a discount. 
Thus tacks were sold at per gre or 70 per 
cent., this meaning that, charging the goods at 
the old card rates, this — would be taken 
off the bill at the foot. The ca prices, orl “ 
nally the selling rate, had couned to represent t 
eurrent quotation. The true way to quote nen 
lin ¥ gachenee would be $4888 to $4 93 3, instead 
of 110 to 111 per cent.; iu other words, the exac' 
fraction of the real dollar to the pound sheuld be 
given, l.otead of the rate of premium or discount 
on an old assumed valuation. Attempts have 
often been made to secure this reform, but ft 
has signally failed, custom proving too strong for 
principle.
